An Irrepressible Fraud. 

The notorious Arthur Orton, who still in- 

sists that he is Sir Roger Charles Tichborne, 
is now circulating in this country. ‘Soon 
after his release from penal servitude he 
came to the United States and tried to catch 
the pennies of the people asa lecturer. In 
this he failed signally., Then he attempted 
several other dodges, and finally he turned 
Up as a prize pigeon-shot. 
' The history of this brazen-faced fellow, 
though familiar to almost everybody, has a 
romantic interest which is almost as lively 
today asitwastea years ago. Sir Roger 
Tichborne was lost at sea in April, 1854. 
No one who sailed on the ship in which he 
took passage was ever seen or heard of after- 
wards. 

Abont seventeen years ago a man ap- 
peared in London and said he was the long 
lost Sir Roger. He laid claim to the im- 
mense estates ofthe Tichborne family, to 
which his title was perfectly clear, provided 
he could prove his alleged identity. He 
succeeded in convincing many persons of 
the truth of his statements and distinguished 
counsel volunteered to take his case on con- 
tingent fees, They brought suit in the 
court of common pleas and the trial lasted 
one hundred and three days, It resulted in 
a ron suit for the claimant. He was then 
indicted for perjury and his trial for this 
offense was even more sensational than the 
suit for the property. 

The conflicting evidence as to identity 
was remarkable in many respects, Oae wit- 
ness swore that he had known the prisoner 
since his childhood and that when he met 
him passing himself off as Sir Roger Tich- 
borne he jinstantly recoguized:Arthur Orton. 
Other witnesses swore that he bore a strik- 
ing resemblance to Arthur Orton whom they 
had known well. On the other hand a 
witness appeared for the defense who swore 
that he was on board the ill-fated ship with 
Tichborne, snd that he bad escaped with him 
from the wreck. He was positive in his 
testimony that the prisoner was Sir Roger 
Tichborne, This witness turned out to be 
an escaped convict and was again transported 
for pexjury. The most fatal testimony 
against Orton was thatof Lord Bellew, an 
old school mate of Tichborne. He stated 
that in 1848 he saw his friend’s arm with a 
cross, heart and anchor tattooed on it, and 
that he himself tattooed the initials R C. T. 
beneath these symbols. Tichborne in turn 
tattoced his friend’s arm in the same manner 
and with the same material. Lord Bellew 
exhibited at the trial the anchor which had 
thus been placed on his arm twenty-five 
years before. It was still quite distinct. 

The prisoner denied that he had ever 
been tattooed and no traces of such an oper- 
ation could be found on his body. The 
cumulative evidence left no doubt that 
O:ton was a bold impostor, and he was sea- 
tenced to ten years of penal servitude. 

Neither his failure to secure the Tich- 
borne estate nor his conviction and expia- 
tion of a felony have repressed the audacity 


of Orton. He is out now, gay, reckless, and 
me evidence against him there are thous: 


ands of people in England, and some in the 
United States, who firmly believe that he is 
the victim of persecution and that he is 
really Sir Roger Charles Tichborne. Orton 
probably pities these deluded creature:, 
and congratulates himself that though he 
is an awfal liar he is not a fool. 


Wisconsin Arguments. 

In the Milwaukee Sentinel Taz Constt- 
TUTION finds an esteemed contemporary 
that. sometimes needs instruction, and needs 
it sadly. TheSentinel, it seems, is not in 
love with our views relative to the oppres- 
sive internal revente laws. It is a boister- 
ous northwestern newspaper, and its edito- 
rials are written ina style which suggests 
that the editor has his ‘‘pants’’ in his boots 
and a bottle of cora liquor under the table. 

This esteemed contemporary seems to be 
of the opinion that everything that appears 
in a southern newspaper must have about it 
the odor of rebellion and disloyalty, and the 
result is that the Milwaukee paper takes 
the opposite side without due consideration. 

lor instance, TaE CONSTITUTION quite 
recently remarked that no intelligent ten- 
perance man could conscientiously oppose 
the repeal of an obnoxious system on the 
ground that it frees whisky from taxation, 
for the reason that it is in the power of the 
state to levy and collect a tax on whisky. 
Commenting on this, the Milwaukee Senti- 
nel 1ewarks: 


Every person of ordinary sense will readily un- 
derstand thet a tax on whisky by state laws is 
whoily impracticable. No tax can be maintained 
on the manufacture of the article which is nota 
uniform tax, and auniform tax can only be col: 
lected by the general government. If some of the 
states were to levy a tax on the whisky manufac- 
ture, others would not, but would seek to profit by 
the opportunity to bnild up a profitable industry 
within their own limits by permitting it to remain 
untaxed. At present, most of the whisky made is 
produced in three or four states, but if they were 
to tax it while its manufacture was free, or it were 
taxed at a lower rate in other states, the manufac- 
turers would go where the conditions were most 
fayorabie. No system of state taxation on manu- 
factures can be maintained, and the Georvzia editor 
is doubtless aware of the fact, though he chooses 
to ignore it—in this instance. 


All this has nothing: to do with the fact 
stated by THE CONSTITUTION, namely, that 
the state has a right to tax the manufacture 
of whisky. Sappose that it could not be 
made uniform, what of that? Oar contem. 
porary forgets that in states where the tem- 
perance element is preponderant, the tax 
would be levied, not for purposes of reve- 
noe, but with the view of suppression. 

In brief, the comments of our esteemed 
contemporary are not based on common 
sense, and are not worth discussing. 


The Cotton Movement. 

The New York Financial Chronicle in its 
weekly review says that the cotton move- 
ment for the week ending June 3, the total 
receipts have reached 7,599 bales, against 
9,865 bales last week, 10,626 bales the pre- 
vious week and 12,666 bales three weeks 
since; making the total receipts sinca the Ist 
of September; 1886, 5,175,887 bales, against 
5,185,176 bales for the same period of 1835- 
86, showing a decrease since September 1, 
1£86, of 9,279 bales. 

The exports for the week ending Friday 
evening reach a total of 8,349 bales, of which 
6,804 were to Great Britain, 30 to Fraxce 
and 1,515 to the rest of the continent. Taz 
imports into the contivuental ports durin, 
the same time have been 20,000 bales.

date of 1885 and a decrease of 239,450 bales 
as compared with 1884. 

The old interior stocks decreased daring 
the week 4,453 bales and are tonight 88,415 
bales less than at the same period last year.

A Bad System. 

The New York Evening Post has a travel- 
ing correspondent who draws anything but 
arose colored picture of the mining region 
of North Carolina, 

The correspondent says that the iron mine 
at Cranberry is owned by a Pennsylvania 
company, and is paying a net profit of $200 
aday. The Pennsylvanians are sharp fel- 
lows. They nominally pay their workmen 
eighty cents a day, but in reality they pay 
considerably - less. As al! the land in the 
neighborhood belongs to the company, the 
laborers are compelled to rent cottages be- 
longing to their employers. The company 
keeps a store. At the end of the month the 
laborer does not draw his wages in cash. 
he is willing to accept an order on the store 
for goods it is all right.

TO ENTER THE UNION DEPOT. 


| Reng errr naam anSEE SN AT 

The East Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia 
Road to Enter the Depot. 
. The East Tennessee railroad has made 4r- 
rangements to have its passenger trains enter the 
Union depot. Arrengements were perfected Satur- 
day, butthe papers were not signed up formally 
until Mondsy morning, the papers having to pass 
through the attorney’s hands after the formal part 
of the agreement had been arranged. On what time 
and how long this arrangement will last we are 
unable to find out, but it is understood to be 
permanent. 

The East Tennessee road has had great trouble 
about the arrangement for passengers ever since it 
was built. Atone time the company attempted to 
force its way into the union depot, by claiming an 
arbitrary rate on account of not being permitted to 
goin. It had aserious war with the other roads, 
mainly the state road, and it was quite bitter. It 
was thought thatthe East Tennessee had good 
cause to claim the right to discount, because it was 
not permitted toenter, but its passenger business 
was almost ruined by bad management, and the 
general manager had to pull in the cut. The trath 
is, the company's business was seriously hurt by 
the fight, and but forthe admirable management 
of Major Fink with the freight department and 
connecting lines, the damage would have been 
permanent and the company would now be in the 
hands of a receiver. 

HOW THE MATTER WAS FIXED, 

Since the consolidation of the East Tennessee 
and Richmond and Danville, which occurred some 
time since, there has been pending a movement to 
permit the East Tennessee passenger trains to en- 
ter the union depot. Through the intervention of 
the Richmond and Danville, all the roads agreed 
to it except the Western and Atlantic. That road 
declined, probably, owing to the former fight. At 
one time it was thought that it would never 
consent, The cther roads began a consultation, 
looking to another union depot, and it was fully 
determined on when Mr. Sully made his last visit 
here that this would be necessary if the Central 
would egree, and if the East Tennessee could not 
get into the union depot. This fact being pretty 
well known, and Governor Brown, 
who owns a  Iarge amount of property 
adjacent to the union depot, and Mr. Richard Pe. 
ters, also one of the lessees of the Western and At- 
lantic, who owns a Jarge amount of property near 
the seme place, finally agreed to let the East 
Tennessee enter, and this seems to have settled the 
call for anew union depot. 

There isno doubt Atlanta would have had an- 
other large depotif the roads had failed to agree. 
As it is now we will have to wait until new roads 
center into thecity. There is now but little room 
to spare unless the project to extend the union 
depot from Pryor to Whitehall street is adopted]

A Tragedy.

There are many soda water fountains in At- 
lante, likewise places where mineral waters, vari- 
ous beverages of pleasing taste and innocent effects 


are kept and sold. 

Atlanta people liberally patronize these estab. 
lishments, From early morn till dewy eve the 
counters are thronged with old and young of both 
sexes, eagerly waiting their time tobeserved. A 
more interesting sight cannot be found in the city, 
than that presented toone who takes up his place 
on the corner of Marietta and Peachtree. Perhaps 
half the soda water, milk shakes, acid drinks, and 
the score or more concoctions disposed of in the 
drinking department of a modern drug store, are 
consumed on the three corners, made by the in- 
tersection of Peachtree, Decatur and Marietta. 

Located there are three of the largest and most 
popular soda founts in the city, the word soda- 
fount being used in a very comprehensive sense, 
and intended to embrace all sorts and kinds of 
summer drinks. These three places are constantly 
crowéed, and the patrons of the counters are not 
confined to any one class of the cily's people, but 
are on the contrary, as representative as they well 
could be. The popularity of these three places is 
not because of the fact that the soda they furnish 
is better than the soda elsewhere to be found, 
There is no doubt that just as palatable and as ex- 
cellent a drink can be obtained elsewhere. The 
excellence of soda water rarely depends upon lo- 
cality. True, the thickness of the glass in which 
it is served has much to do with the pleasure the 
beverage affords, the impression being the thianer 
the goblet tne better the liquid: but so far as the 
soda itself is concerned, Whitehall street, or any 
other street in the city, can find as many backers 
as aby one of the establishments near the artesian 
weil, 

When, therefore, the fountainsin the neighbor- 
hocd of the well are taken asexamp'es and illus- 
- trations of what will hereafter be said, the sole 
reason why they are selected is they are perhaps 
the mest popular and are certainly as representa- 
 tiveas any place of the kind within the limits of 
Atlanta, : 

“Do women drink more soda water than men?” 
queried the reporter of a white-aproned mixer. 

“Strictly speaking, they do drink more soda wa- 
ter, but if you mean are women our best patroas, 
so far asmy experience goes, they are certa‘nly 
not. There wasa day when the patrons of the 
fountains were almost entirely females; that time 
was when the fountains sold soda water only. Men 
could not gain their consent to fill their stomachs 
with a beverage that was so harmless that children 
could swallow it with impunity. Hence,” said my 
logical friend, ‘‘soda water was not popular with 
the gentlemen.” 

“But the moment the fountain men began to 
put mineral waters on draught, that moment 
male patronage began to fiowin. As you know, 
half the battle of the tradesman is won when he 
gets a fellow inside his store, and it was an easy 
step to induce men to try the soda and the other 
drinks for sale. Their prejudice wassoon removed, 
and now today they constitute the bulk of my 

yvatrons,”’ 
’ ‘Are not the fountains much improved of late 
years?” , 

“Oh, Lord, yes! Why, I've been in the business 
off and on about twelve years, and the fountain of 
today is as much an improvement upon the con- 
cern of 1870 as the sleeping caris upon the night 
coach of thirty years ago. WhenI first went into 
the business, the syrups were kept in tall bottles, 
with tin coverings; the fountain was a square-Coy- 
ered marble box, three feet by two in dimensions, 
with a very limited capacity. The decoctions sold 
ur der’ the pame of soda water then were a vile set 
of stuffs, that would be indignantly refused today 
by a mere child.”’ : 


manvfacture of syrup. Large establishments exist 
that do this work solely. It looks likea small af- 
fair at first, but when youcome to think about it, 
to consider how many men are employed in ob- 
taining the fruits, how much money it cost, aud 
the work of extracting the juice and_ converting 
it into the most delicate and palatable of syrups, 
when you sit down and begin to consider all the 
work necessary to the maintenance of the soda 
water industry, you will very soon come to the 
conclusion that it is a heap bigger thing than you 
at first imegined.”

“A serviceable city fountain for an ordinary 
business in acity costs now anywhere from twenty- 
five hundred to twenty-five thousand dollars, 
There are fountains in Atlanta that cost the pro- 
prietors with ali their appointments and equip- 
ments at lesst twelve thousand dollars and 

‘The investment is a good one! 

‘* bere arejseveral fountainsjin Atlanta‘that bring 
into their tills at the end of the year from five to 
sx thonsrand dollars clear profit. The summer 
season is undoubtedly more profitable, but the re- 
ceipts of the winter business pay handsomely, too. 

“Itis 8 well-krown fact here that in one or two 
places itis the fountain that supports the estab- 
lishment. The profit upon asingle gl .ss is small, 
but thousands of glasses are sold. The profit va- 
ries with the drink served. Perhaps more money is 
made upon the giess of plain soda water, spiked 
w.thalittlesyiup Bold at five cents, the profit 
mede by the selleris anywhere from two to three 
cents per glass. Lemonade at the fountains sell 
at ten cents, and represent to the seller a profit of 
almost asmuch. When lemons are very low, as 
they are now, and have been for some time, the 
profit is much larger. But little money is madeon 
milk shakes at five cenisa glass, and from some 
reafon or other milk shakes are not holding their 
popularity.” 

‘‘What is the most popular drink sold?” 

‘That is a difficult question to answer. The va- 
riety of taste is something startling, andthe mix- 
tures the human appetite demands is at times sin- 
ply appalling. Asarule, the men drink simple 
mixtures. They have never ceased to regard min- 
eral waters wita favor, and anything that is pleas- 
antly acid commends itself to their taste. 

“Acid phosphates, lime jaice, concentrated fruit 
juice, are all popular drinks, and plain soda water 
without any syrupor flavor is often calied for. 
Seda water is not a favorite with the males, and an 
ice cream soda is rarely called for by them. Ginger 
ale is popular enough if the price could be lowered, 
but at 25 cents a bottle it has few calls.”’ 

‘‘How abc ut the patent medicines ?”’ 

“Well, they are called for quite often. Morie is 
a favorite with a good many, and the new drink 
coco cola is rapidly going to the front,”’

A Tragie Scene Described by One of the 
Witnesses. 
From the Washington Star. 

A plump, pleasant-faced woman, with a rich- 
ness of dialect that proclaimed her birth upon the 
green shores of Ireland, occupies the position of 
messeDger in the Office of losns and currency of 
the treasury department. Messengers positions 
are generally held by men, most frequently by 
wounded soldiers; but this isan exceptional case. 
Her name is Margaret Coleman. She was the 
housekeeper of Secretary Seward, and was pain- 
fully injured while trying to impede the flight of 
Payne, the would-be assassin, after his attempt 
upon Seward’s life. 

“Yes, and that was a terrible night,” she sald, 
recounting her ce toa Star reporter. ‘‘It 
was a terrible night. The way that Payne cut 
and slashed at him! And he was such a good 
man, too! I lived with Mr. Seward a long time, 
aud heard how he talked and knew him. He had 
ro bitterness in him, and he felt amiable towa-d 
the southern people. While he wanted to free the 
negroes, he never thought as much of them as 
Sumner did, I lived with Sumner afterward, and 
I used to hear him talk, too. He was another good 
man. Mr. Seward never went quite sofar. Many 
and many is the time I heard him say to himself: 
‘Yes, the negroes should be freed! But theyshoald 
not be puton an equality with the whites,’ he 
would add, I have often heard him say those 
words. Hewas a nice man in his household and 
hberal with every one. He always gave dianer 
parties once a week, at least, and held receptions 
on Saturdays. Democrats and republicans alike 
were at histable. He wastoo great aman to go 
to extremes and to cherish bitterness. At the Sat- 
urday receptions hundreds of people would be 
present, and he always had refreshments served. 
He used to entertain the common soldiers and 
sailors. 

THE ATTEMPTED ASSASSINATION, 

“That night,” she continued, returning to the 
night of Seward’s attempted assassination, ‘‘he 
was very sick. You know about two weeks before 
his horses had run away and, throwing him from 
the carriage, broke his jaw. His jaw was ban- 
daged up and supported in a wire frame, and it 
was terribly swollen, There was great marching 
and celebration that night on account of the vic- 
tory, and everybody was off toseeit. Miss Fannie 
was in the room with her father, and there was a 
man nurse, from one of the hospitals, there. They 
had told me that Mr. Seward was a little easter, 
and I had just gone into myroom to go to bed, 
when I heard Miss Fannie scream. It was then 
about 10 o'clock, I ran into the hall and there 
was Mr, Fred, Seward holding himself up by the 
doorsill, with his face and head all covered with 
blood, so weak that he could not stand 
alone, And in Mr. Seward’s room was Miss 
Fannie screaming, and Payne there with the 
bioody knife in his hand. It was an awful sight 
that no theater play ever came near to. Payne 
was @ powerful man. He looked as big as two 
men, and he was very handsome. He wore & gray 
suit, with high riding boots up above his knees, 
and a soft white hat witha broad brim. He was 
powerful and as active asacat. He dropped his 
hat and pistolin the room. I stood in his way as 
he went out, and he simply brushed me aside and 
rushed out of the house. He did not hit me, and I 
don’t think he intended to hurt me, but I fell 
ggainsta door and dislocated my shonider. He 
did not ofter to touch Mrs. Seward or Miss Fannie, 
and don’t think he would have hurt me, only in 
his hurry as he rushed out. He did not want to 
harm the women folks, but hetried tokill the 
men. 

HOW PAYNE ENTERED THE HOUSE 

“When he first came to the door,’’ she continued, 
‘and asked to see Secretary Seward, he Ssaid he 
had a message, from the doctor. The but er,! who 
went to the door, you know, was nothing more 
than atboy, and he did not know what to do 
Payne just walked right by him and up the stairs. 
His heavy boots madea great noise, and Mr. Fred 
Seward (he was his father's secretary, you kaow, 
and was ip an adjoining room), came out in the 
passage to see what was thematter. When he 
would not let Payne into the room, Payne reached 
dewn into his boot leg and drew out a re- 
volyer, and snapped it right at his breast three 
times, hut it did not go off, Then Payne took the 
until his head and face wasa mass of blood. He 
did not throw him down stairs, as many folks 
think; he just lett him where he was, too weak to 
do anything. Then herushed to the bed 

WITH A LONG KNIFE, 
Mr. Seward had the presence of mind to pull the 
covers over his head and roll over toward the wall, 
and the assassin cut and slashed at him awfully. 
He cut him inseveral places andcut the bed 
clothes all to pieces, but did not succeed in striking 
the throat on account of the wires that had been 
put about the jaw. Seward, all covered with blood 
succeeded in throwing himself between the bed 
and the wall, and at first I thought Payne had 
tbrown him outofthe window. But after the as- 
sassin was gone I got the secretary upon the bed 
and we tried todo something forhim. The jpan 
purse wasall cutand bleeding. Mr. Fred was 
nearly dead and there was nobody to do anything. 
Oh, it was an awful time! I{ was all so terrible. It 
was like an awful dream. It all did not take more 
than five minutes, and the assassin had gone. 
OFF ON HIS HORSE, 

The soldiers and people got around the house, 
but there was no doctor. The doctors were all at 
President Lincoln’s bedside, but we did not know 
that. We did not know that Mr. Lincoln had been 
shot. For three-quarters of an hour I think we 
waited for a doctor, and all the time I had to bathe 
the secretary’s wounds with iced rags to keep him 
from bleeding to death. 

But he lived tosee Payne hanged. [ lived with 
him after that, and then { kept house for Mr. Sum- 
ner.

- Foreign advices were favorable, and there 
was Dothing brought out that could be considered 
particularly depressing, but the absencejof buying 
orders seemed to discourage bullish efforts and in- 
cuce considerable selling out on near options, the 
supply being increased by orders from New Orleans. 
The raid was most severe on August, which, after 
& small gain to commence with, dropped 10@11 
points from the highest, and shaded Saturday 
evening some seven points, with indications that 
some short selling took place under the influence 
af the weakness. The new crop was offered care- 
fully, attracted some attention and made onlya 
slight shrinkage.

The English Grain Trade. 

LONDON, June"6—The Mark Lane Express, in 
its review of the British grain trade during the past 
week, says: A copious rainfall on Thursday and 
Friday and genial weather following has materially 
improved the outlook. The aggregate benefit is 
immense. Native wheats locally continue varia- 
ble, and the markets favor sellers less than before 
holidays. Sales of English wheat during the week 
were 88,357 quarters at 35s per quarter, against 49,768 
quarters, at 82s 2d per quarter during the corres- 
ponding week last year. Flour was steady with a 
decreased consumptive demand. Foreign wheat 
was without feature. The market showed weaker 


‘tendency. Ten cergoes arrived off coast; eight 


were consigned and two remain on sale‘ one being 
an Oregon cargo, for which 86s isasked. White 
wheais are almost entirely in the hands of the Liy- 
erpooliclique. Today wheat was unchanged. Flour 
was steady- Round maize was weaker.

At three o’clock yesterday afternoon, the 
council met, and it was near half pist seven 
o’clock before the mecting adjourned, Daring 
this long session a great deal of busiaers was 
discharged. There was a fall board, only Al. 
derman Dorsey and Councilman Beatell being 
absent, The usual number of visitors were 
present, 

The committee on minntes made its report, 
which was adopted. 

The clerk read a report of the action 
of the board of aldermen, wherein it 
was stated thet the board had refased to con- 
cur in the action of the council-as to the ord- 
narce preventing ice cream vonders from 
hawking their cakes about the street, and the 
ordinance providing for the placing of an elec 
tric light at the corner of Mitchell and Pryor 
street, 


Mr. Angier expressed tho ovinion that the 
aldermanic board had no jurisdiction ia the 
matter of ice cream cake venders, and Mayor 
Cocper sustained his point. : 

The clerk then submiited and read the 
monthly balance sheet, which was received as 
information. 

THE HIGH SCHOOL APPROPRIATION, 

At this juncture a motion was made and 
adopted that the regular order of business bs 
suspended so that the representatives of the 
school board could be heard. 

The clerk read the resolntion adopted by the 
school board, requesting the general council to 
ee)] $25,000 worth of gas stock for the purpase 
of erecting a new building for the high schools 
and he also read a counter-petition 
from Knights of Labor, district assembly 105, 
signed by W. N. Curtis. This protest used the 
argument that, the accomodations for children 
in the grammar schools being insufti -ient to 
meet the asin requirements, it would ba 
unjust for the council to expend this sam of 
money on the high schools. After the reating 
ofthese two papers, Mayor Cooper said he 
shonld be pleased to hear from Mr. M prana. 

Mr. Moran said in substance: 

Mr. mayorand gentiemen of the general coun- 
cil: 1 appear betore you as the representative of the 
board of education of the city of Atlanta, to urge 
upon you the ge of the appropriation for the 
ereciion of the high schools, The question res 3ives 
ieit into a few simple elements. 

1, The necessity of the education of the people 
by the state is no longerdebaiable, That the ecail- 
dren shoulda be educated at the expense ofthe 
ftate is pow 80 well settled that to oppose it would 
be like beating against the wind. 

2. The legislature has conferred upon the city 
council of Atlanta the power to maintain a system 
ot pubiie schoo!s. The council, knowing the labor 
of governing the schoo!s thus established, has 
passed that matterintothe hands of a board of 
education. That board, composed ever since its 
formation in 1872, of the best material in the city, 
has worked earnestly and patriotically, never vet 
meriting the censure of people or council. It has 
a2] propriated the funds almost exclusively toward 
grammarschool education, practically neglecting 
the high schools that the grammar schools might 
be advanced. Council shouid not listen to anonry- 
mons criticisms upon the discretion of this board. 
If the members bave failed to do their dut7 they 
should be impeached openly by responsible parties. 

3. ‘Lhe expe:ience of the board ever since 1873 
bes taught itthat there is no hope of buildinz the 
bighsehocls out of the current appropriations. 
The experience of pest yearsisau index of what 
will be the exj erience of the yeara to come. if 
ever the bigh +chools are buiit it must be by a 
ee appropriation. Under the law establishing 

e schools, the imposition of a schovol tax is for- 
icden, 

4. As to the counter petition presented, its fizures 
are easily disposed of. There are in the city 14,000 
persons of school age, between six aud eighteen. 
Of these 9,000 gre between six and fifteen, which 
are the grammar school years. Of this 9,000, 5,000 
are in the public schools today. Tais leaves 
4000 to be accounted for. It is safe to 
BBY that 1,000 of this number are 
Cutholic children. whote parents withhold them 
from conscientious reasons. One thousand at least 
of the remainder attend private schoo!s, and would 
cottinve to do ro under any circumstances. Cer- 
tainly another thow and children between six and 
seven are kept at home by prudent mothers, or be- 
cause of sickness, Or employment, or other lez:ti- 
ma‘e cause. This disposes of ali but one thon- 
send,many of whom are vagrants. and who are 
responsible to no law. Thus ist will 
be sten that the children. elizible i» 
the grammar school ades are very 
well provided for. Now, whut becomes of th» 
5,000 bet@een fifteen and eighteen who ought tv 
be in school? Many of them, especially tae boys, 
are et work, while those who want to go to schol, 
cannot find admittance into the high schools, 
where they should find instruction. These chil- 
dren are pressing their demand for education.and 
the board is unable to accommodate them __i[n or- 
cer to provide for that accommodation next year, 
we ask you for this appropriation. 

5. One grammar schoolis now under contract 
for the first ward. Four rooms in Ira street school 
are being complcted. Two; rooms in Calhoun 
street echool are likewise being finished. Summer 
Hill colored schoolis being doubied. This will 
give accommodation to 810 pupils next September. 

Another point would be well to note. It has 
been said that the high schools are for rich men’s 
children. Isee nogreat crime in a rich man’s 
child attending that school. Butthe fact is that 
seve n-eighths of the children attending the high 
echoois are those of parents who are wage-worke's 
Of the honor pupils from year to year, the same 
proporiion are the children of men who work for

These facts are given in order that council may

Mr. D. A. Beatie came forward t> support 
tke position taken by Mr. Moran, and he fol- 
lowed in pretty munch the same line. He mar- 
shalled a formidable array of cogent reasons 
why the council should hasten to adopt the 
resolution, Mr. Beatie showed that when the 
additions which are now making to the houses 
of the grammar schools shall have been com- 
pleted, no applicant will be denied admission 
because of lack of room. “I am eure,” . sail 
he, “ihat by the Istof September there wi!! 
be jlenty of room in the grammrr 
schco!s for all those who appiy. The two 
bi; bh echool building# are filled to ovartiowiug 
and when the recruits from the lover s299!s 
come up there will be no room fur them. Now 
is the time for the city to increace her school 
facilities. Some persons say wait until there is 
a sprplos of money in the city treasury, but, 
as Mr. Moran has eaid, the city has never seou 
the time when she has had one dollar surplas 
in its treasury, and I am disposed to doubt 
whether it willever see that day. Taere is 
not a gentleman On this floor who would no‘ 
blush to show a visitor the high schools of 
Atlanta. There will be many visitors here iu 
the fell, and we should beable to take them to 
echool buildings such as we might feel proud 
of. To raise this money in the way proposed 
will not hurt the city. It will not make the 
city any poorer. To sell this gas stock will be 
to change the investment, bat the 
morey will not be lost. It is 
known that the city has spent 
$600,000 in railroads, and that these have beon 
of untold benefit to the city. They have made 
the city prosperous. About $150,090 has 
been expended by the city for achool housas. 
Now who will say that this $150,000 has not

PROTECTING THE DRUGGISTS,

ance of such purcnaser as to the useintended shall 
be a complete ap tame to such druggist or other 
lawful dealer in alcohol from auy prosecatioa un- 
der any city ordinance, :

‘“Undera harsh, technical rule, the recorder 
feels constrained to decide that even if a druggist, 
in good faith, sells alcohol to a customer for me- 
chanical, medicinal or chemical purposes, and 
yetthe purchaser goes oil, and way behind the 
éruggist’s back, ures it as a beverage, the druggist 
mukt be punished. This is wroug. The druguist 
hes, or should have, the right to-rely on the truth- 
fulners of the purchaser’s statement. He should 
not be forced to. dog his footsteps 
and -t:hadow him, aad see he don't 
ciink it Fven in eqnity a purchaser is 
not bound to see that the trustee of minor children 
usestbe purchase money for the benefitof the 
minors; but he can rely upon the trustee's assur- 
ance he wiil do so. Thisisin acivil case, where 
less proofand less strength of mental conviction 
are required than in a criminal case, Althongh we 
can’t control the state courts, we can prescribe 
rules for the recorder’s court, and there is no more 
just one then that a-seller must not believe the 
buyer is a liar.’’

The Department Drawn Up in Line o1 Broad Street 
3 he Underwriters Give it a Ciose Inspection 
- Chief Joyner and His Laddies are O.m- 
Eplendid Depar:meant. 


Yesterday Chief Joyner, of the fire depari- 
ment, complimented the members of the South- 
eastern Tariff association by permitting them 
to inspect the fire department of the city of 
Atlanta. 

The annual meeting of the association takes 
place at old Point Comfortin a day or two, 
aud yesterday there were many insurance 
members in the city en route to Old Point. 
They had been notified of Chief Joyner’s in- 
tention, and promptly at 4 o’clock a scorce or 
more of the gentlemen were congregated on 
Broad street near No. 1 enginehouse, 

The department was drawn upin line next 
the pavement on the north side of Broad street, 
The handsome red wagon of the chief stood at 
the intersection of Broad and Alabama in 
charge of the colorcd hostler, Charley Burke. 
In regular order behind Were ranged ths en- 


tire department*with the oxcepti on of the 


riserve force and machines, 

First, came hook and ladder, in command of 
Foreman Jacob Emmel. Thetrucks were as 
bright as a new pin, the uniforms of the msn 
were in good order, and each ladderman was 
in his proper place. The tracks were manned 
by the following men: E J, Wooten, driver;

The.engine was 
in fine order, its brass bright, and every plate 
and piece capable of receiving a polish, glitter- 
ing in the sunlight. 

Sixth came reel No. 3 with L W. Simmons, 
foreman: Geo.

After due deliberation, he has concluded to 
have the department give a public paradeand 
exhibition Wednesday afternoon at 5 o'clock.
